bolaly and exultingly avow, that at no 
former epocha of the world have mankind 
witnessed such gigantic eiforts as the 
British and Foreien Bible Society are 
now making in different quarters of the 
globe.—We no longer contempl: ite this 
illustrious society, as merely patronized 
by the maznanimous few, w hose heaven- 
ly directed intellect first brought it into 
existence. No, itis not as heretofore

the disciples of the despised Nazerine, 
but involves in its lucid orbit the immense 
populations of contineuts and islands,

Mr. Bruex, one of his fellow-stu- 
dents, was the first to whom he sent 
word of his sickness. It was on Mon- 
day October the 3d. Mr. B. went imme- 
diately, and found him ¢ quite sick, ilis 
wind then seemed to be in a ver y good 
state. He perceived his sickness to be a 
chastisement from his heavenly Father. 
Mr. B. and he talked of the benefit of 

sanctified chastisement. He said there 
was nothing in the rod essentially (9 pro- 

duce a gracious result: that he ‘had for- 
merly suffered much, but it was chielly 
within two yet ins past 3—an dt that he hac 
perceived the benefit of it. The conver- 
sation turned on the subject of Cliristian 
love—and the dependence of all graces 

upon faith in the Lord Jesus Christ. He 

dwelt with peculiar pleasure on the doc- 
trine of our Saviour’s humanity.—with 
some views of it that he had obtained 
from the 2d Volume of Owen on the He- 
brews. Hedwelt upon the thought that 
our Lord Jesus Christ had suffered in 
tne flesh s—that he had felt the weakness 
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ot the flesh; and that we bad an * High 
Priest who could be touched with the 
feeling of our infirmities.” 

Ile was then so weak that he could 
not attend strictly to any subject jora 
leneth of time. 

Tuesday evening —To Mr. M’Carter 
he observed that he had seen much of his 
sinfulness ; and that his views of the 
dread respousibility of the winisterial 
office had greatly increased. 

On the subsequent davs—when, at 
different times. Mr. Bruen came to see 
him,—his mind was in the same conpes- 
ed state. His faith and hope were strong. 
His constant opinion concerning himsell 
“ as, thatin himself he was destitute of 
ever y thing v like righteousness sand that 
the pee Jesus was the only foundation 
of his hope. 

During all thisand the following week, 
his disorder was such as to make it im- 
possible for him to think much on these 
subjects, of whichhe was sensible. Yet, 
whenever any question was asked, his 
answers proved that in this sickness, he 
had not been left to depend upon hisown 
strength sand thatso much ofthestrength 
from ‘above had been granted to him. as 
was sufficient to keep the frame of his 
mind serene. 

It was very observable, that during nis 
iilness, from the very first—and more 
[ ecull arly in the hour of his extremity, 
that it was not sufficient’ to suggest to 
him scriptural ideas; he wanted them 
in script iral words; and when a text 
was mentioned ; or, when after awaken- 
ing he spoke ef one himself she usually 

repeated it several times over. 

From the first he shewed great submis- 
sion to the will of Gods: justifying his 
ways.—When Mr. Chrystie came into 
town, he came immediately to see him. 
hie was very weak and did not speak at 
first. Afterwardé, he spoke first, and 
said. “6 Huis all right.? Mr. C. answer- 
ed, L am elad that you have so good 
crounds for thinking so 

On the Saturday preceding his death, 
Mr. Bruen asked him. Is the Lord Jesus 
as near your heart as ever ? Ile threw 
his arms dut ofthe bed, and exclaimed, 


with a vehemence that surpri ised his 


friend, “Oh, yes! heis all my hope.—

Mr. Gisborne paints, with admirable 
precision, the characters of several class- 
es of modern hearers of sermons. 

* Many persons attend publick wor- 
ship, and preaching as one part of it, from 
custom, or froin a regard to their charac 
ter. They sce the neighborhood flocking 
to the church ; therefore they go thithier. 
They perceive that orderly and respect- 
able persons mnake a point of revular at- 
tendance ; and they are not unwilling to 
embrace the same method of being es- 
teemed orderly and respectable. A man 
ra this description has satisfied his wish- 

s by shewing himselfin the church. To 
+ observed as forming one of the con- 
gregation was his object. To w orship 
God in spirit and in truth, w as not the 
purpose which attracted him. ‘The ser- 
vice therefore engages little of his atten 
tion. In some passages, perhaps, bh 
joins, yet mechanically, through form 
rather than devotion ; but his thoug! fs 
are commonly roving ameng other sab- 
jects.

The receipts and expenditures of the 
British and Foreign Bible Societies dur- 
ing the last year, amounted to about ene 
hundred thousan pounds s terling.”? From 
the institution of the Society til! the Sist 
of March last, they had distributed 516,- 
479 Bibles, and 718.788 Testaments. 
The Russian Bible Society were print- 


ingan American version of the Scrip- 
tures. The Bible Society of Holland is 


distributed into thirty two branehes ex- 
tended over the Netherlands, &c. The 
printing of foreign version goes on with 
zeal and dispatch.
